Sir John French,’ the heroic and 
able commander of the expdditionary 


faree, having “just velebrated his six- : 


ty-seborld birthday, and Lord Roberts, 


the man who piloted the British troops | 


to victory in: South Africa, havirg 
passed his eighty-second milestone, 
the world recalls with interest _ that 
the men in command of the various 
armies in, Europe are men ‘in, the six- 
ties, Von Moltke is 66 years. old and 
has spent his life studying the art of 
war. General Joffre is 62 years old 
and has held his present position for 
two years. He entered the army as‘a 
lad of 18, in time to serve through 
the Franco-German war. Durin g the 
siege of aris he commanded a battery. 
Kitchener was’ born in 1850, and, 
therefore at the present time is a man 
of sixty-four. And so it is with the 
other commanders in the field. Yet, 
this has not always been the case in 
warfare. At Waterloo, Napoleon was 
in his forty-seventh year he was em- 
peror of France’ before he was 35. 
Wellington won Waterloo at 46, af- 
ter a campaign which lasted several 
years. Marlborough was 89 when he 
began his great career as head of the 
British forces, and Nelson won Tra- 
falgar at 47. -Ancient history tells a 
similar story. Alexander the ‘treat 
conquered ‘the world and diea <t 32. 
Julius’ Caesar, after no less than 20 
years of war, was assassinated at 56. 
Charlemange was crowned emperor of 
the: west at 58, thereby completing 
his career of conquést. Gustavus 
Adolphus died on the field of battle 
at 38, and Frederick the Great fin- 
ished his wars at 51, On the Ameri- 
can continent, in the war between the 
north and south, the case was similar, 
and even in the American war of in- 
dependence the leaders were compara- 
tively young men.

WAR GROWS MORE HUMANE | 


Improvement In Acme and Hospital 
Accomipiddation Is ‘Responsible 

In the American civil war eight 
soldiers djed of disease to one from 
wounds. Experts expect that in a 
present general Puropean struggle n 
more than three will fall ~ictim to 
sickness to ‘one killed on the field of 
battle. So it is expected that, the 
present war, the greatest yet in his- 
tory, also will be the mpst humane. 
There will He no disproportionate mor- 
tality list from disease and an army of 
cripples as an aftermath. 

The modern high-power, quick-firing 
military rifle and the development in 
artillery will have much to do with 
‘the change. Those who die will die 
more quickly. Gangrene and infection 
will be practically unknown quantities 
it is thought. 

Before the Russo-Japanese conflict 
the armies the world over used & 
large calibre bullet, made of -unsheath- 
ed lead and greased to overcome fric- 
tion In the barrel. The muzzle velocity 
was less than hali that of the missiles 
how employed. Then, too, bayonet. and 
sabre charges were more common. 
These resulted in hideous wounds, 
very difficult for surgeons to handle. 

The bullets, which are flying in Eur- 
ope today are of less diameter than 
the ordinary lead pencil. They are 
jacketed with nickel, lead or steel and 
have tremendous velocity. . 

The soft, mushrcoming bullet of the 
old day resulted in the shattering of 
bones and the crushing, rather than 
cutting, of tissues. Infection was al’ 
most inevitable, the grease being espe- 
cially unsanitary. A: wouad in the 
abdomen was considered necessarily 
fatal. The death rate among the 
‘wounded was enormous.
